Explaining his action in flying via Oslo, Mattern said he encount­ 
ered a low pressure area about 400 miles out over the Atlantic which 
coated his plane with Ice and forced him finally to turn north.

Senators and representatives seem to have adopt-* 
ed the role of shock absorber between those who are 
dealing with foreign debtors and the people who will 
be obliged to pay a large portion of unpaid debts In 
the form of taxes. 
No occasion to proclaim Inten­ 
tion to defend the people’s interest is permitted to 
pass. 
The resnlt, unfortunately, has been to develop 
the impression that administrative officials are anx­ 
ious to do something which would be dangerous to 
public interest. 
This it not true. 
It must be assumed that this ad­ 
ministration or any other administration is as alive 
to the people’s rights in the debt problem as the leg­ 
islative branch. 
President Roosevelt must be given 
the benefit of confidence. 
Until he has confidence 
of the people, It never will be possible for him to 
make any progress, because it Is from the people 
that congressmen take their cue. 
Obviously, one of the weakest as well as one of 
the strongest points in the structure of representa­ 
tive government is the executive’s ability to make 
his decisions binding on the senate, which must 
ratify the treaties he negotiates. 
So pronounced 
has this weakness become, in fact, that other govern­ 
ments give it rating as a prime factor in nego­ 
tiations. 
They must ask in every instance what are 
the possibilities of obtaining ratification. 
On the matter of the debts there seems to be a 
divergence of viewpoints so extreme that cooper­ 
ation is impossible. 
Every additional statement 
by a politician using the Washington sounding board 
to tell the folk back home what a fine watchdog of 
their interests he Is adds to the difficulty of making 
progress. 
If the watchdogs want to be as helpful 
as they say they are, they will find something else 
to talk about until congress adjourns. 
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About-Face 
Charity prompts the assumption that Governor 
White never doubted the constituttonality of extend­ 
ing terms of certain county officials until public pro­ 
test remiuded him that It might be irregular.

Mr. Stimton In Service 
If the report that Henry L. Stlmson, secretary of 
state in the Hoover cabinet, has accepted the presi­ 
dency of the permanent conciliation commission set 
up by the Locama commission be true, Americans | 
may look forward confidently to continued public 
service by this distinguished man. 
The place of a 
secretary of state Is not determined usually until a 
generation after his passing, but Mr. Stlmson's 
friends look forward confidently to a steady Increase 
in his prestige. 
There are many people In France and Germany 
ho honestly believe that the conciliation commis­ 
sion under the Locarna pact, if its potentialities 
were developed, could settle by itself existing dif­ 
ferences between France and Germany. 
Surely In 
view of this fact, Americans cannot Ignore the honor 
paid Mr. Stlmson by the proffer of the commission's 
presidency. 
It is a tribute to his practical ability 
and to his ideals. 
He is eligible for the position because of the com­ 
mission’s composition, which provides for five mem 
bers—a Frenchman, a German and three neutrals. 
Members choose their own preeident. 
The whole 
world was their field of selection; they selected an 
American, a man already dlitlngolshiMl in the bard 
work of International dealing, a statesman who stood 
out during the Hoover administration as one of the 
genuine leaders of the times.

11118 unusual proceeding is because the A’«, ac­ 
cording to their manager, have plenty of six and 
aeven-iniiing pitchers, but few who can hold out for 
nine. Grove is to l?e held in reserve and sent in to 
save games in the late innings when starting pitch­ 
ers falter. 
Of the last ten games played by the Macks Grove 
finished eight, winning four and saving four. 
The 
two games in which he did not appear were lost. 
This is the first time in baseball history a star 
pitcher has been saved for relief roles. 
The prac­ 
tice has always been just the other way. 
Second 
stringers have been called upon when the regulars 
bad a bad day. 
Tbe result of Mack's experiment will be closely 
watched by baseball patrons and by team managers 
as well. 
There is no doubt pf the effectiveness of

qnence, are a menace to aociety. 
Typhoid carriers should never be 
allowed to handle food. They must 
be isolated or placed under medical 
superviaion. 
Typhcdd fever Is prevented hqr tlM 
puriflcxttioB of water end ^ Gw 
Mfegttardlng of all food. 1 am oon- 
fldtmi thftt the diseaae wiB be com- 


pletely eradicated 
when 
special 
measures are taken for tbe control 
of those unfortunate 
individuals 
who for years carry tbe germs of 
this diseaae. 
Until then we must 
take every precaution against this 
disease, tor we never know when 
we may be exposed to it. 
Value of Vaccination 
In addition to careful supervision 
of water and food supply, we can 
protect ourselves against the dis 
ease by vaccination. 
Typhoid vac­ 
cination gives "immunity," protec 
tion against tbe disease. 
It is a 
simple procedure and consists of 
three inoculaUons at weekly inter 
vais. 
The value of this vaccination can­ 
not be overestimated 
We rarely 
hear of a case of typhoid fever in 
the United States army or navy. 
This marvelous record can only be 
attributed to tbe routine use of 
typhoid vaccine for all soldiers, sai­ 
lors and civilian employw.

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, who finds it neces- 
ary to assure the country that President Roosevelt 
will do nothing wild about the war debts, illus­ 
trates a strange state of affairs existing between 
congress and the people.

in the last two years. 
Senators sod representatives seem to have adopt­ 
ed the role of shock absorber between those who are 
dealing with foreign debtors and the people who will 
be obliged to pay a large portion of unpaid debts in 
the form of taxes.

tion to defend the people’s intereet is permitted to 
pass.

It must be assumed that this ad­ 
ministration or any other administration is as alive 
to the people's rights in the debt problem as the leg 
islative branch.

make any progress, because It is from the people 
that congressmen take their cue. 
Obviously, one of the weakest as well as one of 
the strongest points in the structure of represents 
tive government Is the executive’s ability to make 
his decisions binding on the senate, which must 
ratify the treaties be negotiates. 
Bo pronounced 
has this weakness become, In fact, that other govern­ 
ments give It rating as a prime factor In nego­ 
tiations. 
They must ask in every instance what are 
the possibilities of obtaining ratification. 
On the matter of the debts there seems to be a 
divergence of viewpoints so extreme that cooper­ 
ation is impossible.

two world championships is to be used in the future 
only as a relief pitcher. 
This unusual proceeding is because the A’s. ac­ 
cording to their manager, have plenty of six and 
seven-inning pitchers, but few who can hold out for 
nine. Grove is to be beld In reserve and sent in to 
save games in the late Innlugs when starting pitch­ 
ers falter. 
Of the last ten games played by the Mack* Grove 
finished eight, winning four and saving four. 
The 
two games in which he did not appear were lost. 
This Is the first time in baseball history a star 
pitcher baa been saved for relief roles. 
The prac 
tice has always been just tbe other way. 
Second 
stringers have been called upon when the regulars 
had a had day. 
The result of Mack s experiment will be closely 
watched by baseball patrons and by team managers 
as well. 
There is no doubt pf the effectiveness of

Highlights of Ohio History 
GENERAL HAYES AT WINCHESTER 
By J. H. GALBRAITH 
Writtsn For th# Associated Press. 
At the battle of Winchester. Vs., General Ruttier* 
ford B. Hayes’ brigade had the right of General 
Crooks’ command, aud with the cavalry formed the 
chief factor in the turning maneuver which decided 
the result of th# battle; and It was In the execution 
of this movement that Hayes gave the most notable 
example of bravery of his whole service and st the 
same time showed that be had the natural instincts 
of a soldier. 
As the troops advanced, General Hayes was cha­ 
grined to find that a bog about 160 feet wide stretch­ 
ed along nearly the entire front of his command. 
A Confederate battery was well located directly be­ 
yond the bog and it was dealing na effective tire 
against the advancing Union front. 
It was the la­ 
tent of the commander to rush the battery and to 
■lienee It na quickly as possible. To toke the troops 
around the bog meant breaking the front and expos­ 
ing the wing to deadly tire. 
Hayes spurred his horse into the bog at once, 
waved his sword for his men to follow and they 
floundered through.

ROFESSORS of medicine today 
say It is dififcult to find cases 
of reel typhoid fever to use for 
teaching purposes. 
This Is rather 
remarkable, but nevertheless true. 
Of course we are glad of it. 
When I was a medical student 
typhoid fever was a common dis­ 
ease. 
The wards of the hospital 
were crowded 
with typhoid pa­ 
tients. 
We were familiar with the 
various aspects of the disease long 
before we received our medical di­ 
plomas. 
The disease is now rare because 
the typhoid germ la known and the 
prevention of typhoid fever Ie pos­ 
sible. Of course, we sometimes hear 
of outbreaks of typhoid fever In dif­ 
ferent parts of the country. This Is 
explained by the prevalence of so­ 
called "typhoid carriers.” 
•Typhoid Carriers’* 
Tyhpoid carriers are individuals 
who have had typhoid fever and 
continue to harbor the ferm i long 
after they have been cured of the 
ailm ent These persons may not be 
aware c t the fact that they carry 
dangerous 
germs and. 
in conse­ 
quence, are a menace to society. 
Typhoid carriers should never be 
allowed to handle food. They m ust 
be Isolated or placed under medical 
supervision. 
Typhoid fever Ie prevented Ie the 
purification e l water and for the 


pletely eradicated 
when 
special 
measures are taken for the control 
of those unfortunate 
individuals 
who for years carry the germs of 
this disease. 
Until then we must 
take every precaution against tills 
disease, for we never know when 
we may be exposed to It. 
Value of Vaccination 
In addition to careful supervision 
of water and food supply, we can 
protect ourselves against the dii- 
eaae by vaccination. 
Typhoid vac­ 
cination gives “immunity,” protec­ 
tion against the disease. 
It is a 
simple procedure and consists of 
three Inoculations at weekly inter 
val*. 
The value of this vaccination can­ 
not be overestimated 
We rarely 
hear of a case of typhoid fever in 
the United States army or navy. 
This marvelous record can only be 
attributed to the routine use of 
typhoid vaccine for all soldiers, sai­ 
lors and civilian employes. 
I believe few persons realise tbe 
Importance of the typhoid vaccina­ 
tion. 
If you live In n community 
where typhoid fever baa occurred. 
or lf yon contemplate traveling In 
sections of the country where the 
cleanliness of food and w ater Is

To this place he 
was again named In 1861 by Gov­ 
ernor William Dennison of Ohio
